Oct. 22 (AP).—Mili­ 
tary men predicted today President 
Roosevelt’s projected new defense 
measures would include an increase 
in expenditures to educate industry 
in the m anufacture of munitions. 
The first $2,000,000 provided by 
congress for th a t purpose has not yet 
been expended, but some officials 
favor 
speeding 
up 
the 
program. 
winch is designed to gear industry 
more closely into the preparedness 
machine. 
A recom m endation that the pres­ 
ent $10,000,000. five-year program be 
doubled or tripled has been con­ 
sidered in the restudy of national 
defense needs undertaken 
at 
Mr 
Roosevelt s behest. 
The funds would be spent on “edu­ 
cational orders" for certain arm s and 
equipm ent needed in wartime, so 
that industry would have advance 
experience and the necessary tools 
for making them in event of war. 
The orders are in line with Mr 
Roosevelt's recent disclosure that the 
defense restudy included m eans of 
mass production of planes and other 
weapons and supplies. 
The adm inistration has indicated 
it is chiefly concerned about industry 
in its survey of possible defense loop­ 
holes. In an emergency, ninety per 
cent of all m unitions m ust be pro­ 
duced by private industry. Com m er­ 
cial aircraft m anufactures make all 
the arm y’s planes mid most of the 
navy's. 
W ar tasks already have been as­ 
signed to some 10,000 m anufacturing 
plants.

$3,500,000 in wages cutting this year's 
bumper corn crop, the state Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture estimated today. 
Although 
no actual 
figures are 
kept by the department on .seasonal 
occupation, farm statisticians pre­ 
dicted more than 110,000 temporary 
workers, hired from the relief rolls, 
government work projects and local 
labor would be required to harvest 
the crop. 
E. L Ga,steiger. federal-state crop 
reporter, 
said 
the 
“ hired 
hands’’ 
were being paid between 25 and 50 
cents an hour. most getting 30 to 35 
cents. 
The estimated corn crop in Penn­ 
sylvania is in excess of 60.000,000 
bushels from 1,382.000,000 acres - or 
94.007.000 acres above the 1927-1936 
average for the state. 
Of the 191.284 farms in the state, 
about 148,719 grow corn. 
However, 
it is not listed as one of Pennsyl­ 
vania's “money crops." 
Most of the 
farmers feed it to livestock. 
First frost will find virtually all of 
the corn in the fields already husked, 
said Jam es L, States, director of the 
bureau of markets. 
Pennsylvania farmers like to cut 
their corn by manual help, rather 
than use machines, he said. adding: 
I don't suppose there are machine
